As some interest seems to have been re 


cently awakened in respect to the " Sorghi 
su:>-e," or Chinese sugar-cane, we lay be 
foie our readers some notices of it given b 
gentlemen who have attended somewhat ti 
its cultivation. It was imported into Franc 
from the Xorth of China about five years 
ago. Omitting what is said by them seve- 
rally showing it; to be a superior article of 


. fodder, whether green or dry, we transcribe, 


as the matter of chief interest, their testi- 
mony relating to its saccharine qualities.— 
Mr. }. C. Orth of Illinois, in his report to 
theWabasli County Agricultural Society, 
says:— 


" I cut six stalks, placed them success- 


ively upon a flat board, took a rolling-inn, 
and" as well as this simple machine enabled 
it to be done, expressed and saved the juice. 
The result was, 1 obtained two tumblerfuls, 
but halt was not saved. This was then 
boiled down, and produced one of the same 
tumblers half full of good pleasant-tasted 
molasses, about as thick as the common mo- 
lasses obtained in the shops. From all that 
I could observe concerning this plant, I an 
fully convinced that 15 per cep.t. of good 
clarified sugar could be obtained from the 
juice. My experiment produced about 2t

nearly 10 per cent of saccharine matter as 
clear "us crystal, and on a very small scale, 
beautiful clarified sugar was produced by 
ray friend Dr. Hay." 


J. H. Hammond, of South Carolina, in a 


report read before the Beach Island Farm- 
er's Club, details several experiments as fol- 
lows :— 


On the 28th of July, two of the mem- 


bers of the Club (Dr. Bradford and Mr. H. 
J.amar) being at my house, remained to see 
the result of pressing and boiling 400 canes 
I had cut and stripped. 
Each of us select- 


ed 10 canes, and put them through the 
press eight times; the result being as be- 
fore, about 3 quarts for every 10 canes.— 
Dut even after the pressure, juice could be 
wrung from the eanes by the hands, and 
we agreed that at least one-fourth of it, 
Mid that the best, remained in the cane—so 
inefficient was my mill. The res_t of the 
cane, I ordered to" be pressed six times, but 
we did not ourselves remain to see it done, 
nor did we count the 400 canes. The yield 
o the whole, however, was 37 1-2 quarts. 
With the thermometer at 85° in the juice 
the saccharometer stood at 24-1-2°; we 
boiled the juice until it run together on tin. 
rim of the ladle and hung in a transparent 
r-'ieet half an inch lielow it before falling.— 
And this in two and a half hours. The re 
suit was 0 quarts of choice syrup. The nex 
day, I repeated the experiment on a large: 
scale, with equal success, and 1 have brough 
to the Club enough of the syrup to enabk 
every member to try it and judge of it: 
quality.
